1 . This Office Action is the answer to the supplemental response received on 9/19/08, 
Amended claims after BPAI decision received on 7/14/2008, and BPAI decision on 6/25/2008. 

Examiner's amendment: 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Withdrawn claims 1-10, and 12- 
14, are canceled for this allowability. Should the changes and/or additions be unacceptable to 
applicants, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration 
of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

- Withdrawn claims 1-10, and 12-14 are now canceled. 

Status of the claims 

3 . Rejected Claims 15-19 were affirmed by BPAI are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter & Reasons for Allowance 

4. Independent claim 15 is patentable over cited Miyaki in view of Noble and in view of 
Yokota and Shmueli because besides other claimed limitations, this claim further comprises a 
limitation of "wherein during the display of the selection menu, the common indicator symbol is 
displayed at a same location on the map where it was displayed before the display of the 
selection menu, embedded in the selection menu." 

5. Claims 16-19 are allowed because they are dependent on claim 15.
